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Chapter I : Introduction 


This is the first report of an ongoing project taken up by the State Council of Educational Research 
and Training, Government of West Bengal on the “Profile of primary school teachers in West Bengal”, 
through the field work based on sample surveys the present report deals with the socio-economic 
background of the primary school teachers in the district of North 24 Parganas, West Bengal. However, 
if situation permits, the State Council of Educational Research and Training, Govt. of West Bengal will 
conduct similar kind of survey among the primary school teachers of all the districts of 
West Bengal. 


The justification for conducting a sample survey among the teachers of Government financed primary 
schools came from the fact that the planning for the improvement of primary education in West Bengal 
depends largely on the concrete empirical information on the socio-economic condition of the teachers 
who shape not only the educational standard of the pupils but also their basic character and personality 
type. Furthermore, the socio-economic conditions and/or background of the teachers facilitate as well 
as put constrains on the nature of imparting basic educational skill to the students. In fact, the whole 
range of variation which exists in the socio-economic conditions of the primary school teacher require 
thorough exploration with the help of social surveys by adopting some of the basic methodologies of 
the social sciences. For example, the consumer items purchased by a teacher reflect his ideological 
position which may have a bearing on the way he/she interact and shape the moral character of the 
youngest pupils of our educational pyramid. In the same vein, the caste, community and religious 
background of a teacher may influence in the representation of the school text recommended for the 
primary students by the Primary Education Council of West Bengal. Therefore, the information collected 
on the socio-economic profile of the teachers of the primary schools may provide a rich data source 
for building up training and orientation courses for the teachers of the State who hails from a variety 
of socio cultural and economic background. This may facilitate further in spreading the universality of 
primary education characterised by a secular, down-to-earth idelogy. 


Besides economic and social-cultural information, the present report also contain demographic, 
educational and locational data as regards the primary school teacher of the chosen district. These 
demographic data may also help in depicting the social profile of the teachers in terms of their age- 
sex composition and houschold size. The locational information contain quantitative data on the 
distribution of the teachers in the rural vis-a-vis urban arcas of the district North 24 Parganas. The data 
on educational qualification of the primary school teachers of the selected district throw light on the 
achivement and career advancement of the teachers in terms of basic degrees and other training degrees/ 
diplomas earned by those teachers. All those may help the future planners of elementary education of 
West Bengal to formulate policy prescription for the recruitment as well as further training and educational 
advancement of the primary school teachers of the State. 


The report also contain basic information on the work-load of the teachers in rural and the urban 
arcas of the district came under the purview of present study. Information on teacher-student ratio in 
the sampled schools of the selected district have also been presented. These information on work load 
and teacher-student ratio may also help in formulating a central policy for the recruitment of primary 
school teachers according to the needs of specific institution. 
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Chapter II : Materials and methods 
I. Rationale for selection of the district 


For the present study, the district North 24 Parganas was chosen as the first district in the ongoing 
project. The reason behind the selection lay_in the contiguity of the district from Calcutta where the 
office of the State Council of Educational Research and Training, West Bengal is located. Besides this, 
the district hosts a chain of fairly old industries along the bank of Hooghly river and vast agricultural 
regions stretching over the major portion of the district terminating into an active deltaic region inhabited 
by the people mostly dependent upon inland as well as esturine and marine fishing. Moreover, the district 
North 24 Parganas has witnesed successive waves of migration of people since the partition of Bengal 
in 1947. 


Some important socio-demographic data regarding the district of North 24 Parganas are reproduced 
below from the District Statistical Hand book published by the Bureau of Applied Economics And 
Statistics, Government of West Bengal in the year 1994 :

П. The study design : 


The major objective of the study was to explore into the socio-economic conditions of the primary 
school teachers employed in the Government financed schools in the district of North 24 Parganas. More 
specifically, the aim of the survey was to study the variation in the different socio-economic dimensions 
of the teaching community engaged in discharging the primary education. Therefore, basic unit of sample 
was “primary school teacher.” However, this survey required a fairly representative sample of schools 
located in different areas of the district North 24 Parganas. And the teacher from these schools were 
selected in such a manner so that the final samples contained the primary school teachers hailed from 
different caste and communities who reside and/or teach in both the rural and urban areas of the district. 
Special attention was given so that primary school teachers belonging to scheduled tribe and scheduled 


caste come into the sample.

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exact sample procedure proceeded through the following stages : 

The population of the present sample survey included all the teachers exployed in all the Government 
financed primary schools under the jurisdiction of the District Primary School Board of North 24 
Parganas. In the first stage a list of all such schools belonging to the 56 circles were drawn up. 

These circles are administrative sub- divisions under the office of the District Inspector of Schools. 
These circles identify each school under them according го the geographical location, viz, гига! and urban 
(Appendix-I) 

In the second stage the monthly return form designed by the District School Board to assess the 
performance and the various conditions of the schools have been consulted (Appendix II). Accordingly 
all the schools who have sent their return form have been categorised into four strata. These four strata 
are shown in the following paradigm :

In the third stage a number of primary schools were selected from each stratum using single random 
sampling without replacement (SRSWOR), sampling by using a table of random numbers. 
In the final stage two teachers were selected randomly from each of the sampled schools using random 
number tables. The stratum wise distribution of sample schools and sampled teachers are given below 
in table 1.

Ш. Field Work : 


One of the most important part of this sample survey centered around the interviews conducted among 
the primary school teachers selected for the study. The interviews were conducted with the help of a 
structured questionnaire schedule which contained six parts namely : (i) details about the teacher and 
his/her school (ii) details about the members of the teachers family taking meals in the same kitchen. 
(iii) income and other receipts of the family members of the teachers : (iv) consumption expenditure 
and other disbursement by the family members of the teachers family; V (vi) details of the cultivation 
practised by the teacher and his family (Appendix - iv). The interviews were conducted through direct 
face to face contact between the respondent teacher and the interviewers. For this purpose three trained 
research assistants having post graduate degree in anthropology were appointed. The field work was 
conducted during July 1996 to November 1996. The research assistants were, however, acquainted with 
the basic objectives of the survey by the Director and Principal investigator of the project. The research 
assistants established sufficient rapport with the sampled school teachers and appraised them about the 
aims and objectives of the survey before filling up of the schedule. The medium of interview was spoken 
bengali language. 


Finally, it should be mentioned that the research assistants could not interview the total number of 


sampled teachers due to the non-availability of respondents at the time of interview and thereby causing 
a loss of five samples in the course of field investigation. 
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Chapter IV : Summary and observation 


The present study was carried out in the district of North 24 Parganas to explore the profile of 
primary school teachers. The study was conducted with the help of a fieldwork based statistically designed 
sample survey. The basic unit of the study was the individual school teacher who were drawn from the 
universe (all the teachers who are employed in the Government approved/financed primary schools of 
North 24 Parganas district) with the aid of multistage stratified simple random sampling without 
replacement (SRSWOR). A structured questionnaire schedule was employed to collect various types of 
demographic, economic and social information from the primary school teachers of the district who serves 
the Government approved/financed primary school. 


The findings of this study reveal that most of the primary school teachers in the North 24 Parganas 
district belong to the age group 50-54 while the teachers below 40 years of age constitute only a small 
portion of the teaching community. Another important finding of the survey show that the number of 
female teachers 15 still very low and the situation is worse in case of scheduled caste and scheduled 
tribe teachers. 


The mean household size of the teachers employed in the rural and the urban school do not show 
much difference and a sizable section of the teachers of urban schools (30.18 percent) live in joint families 
although nuclear families among the teachers engaged in urban areas is greater than that of their rural 
counterparts. 


The survey reveál certain interesting features as regard the economic condition of the primary 
school teachers of the district. While the monthly income of the respondent teachers both in the rural 
and the urban areas show its mode around Rs.3,000 to Rs.4,000, the total family income record marked 
variation between the rural and the urban components of the teaching community. This variation is 
pronounced both in the lower and the higher ends of the income curve. Rural families predominate the 
income category of Rs. 3,001—Rs. 4,000 while in the categories ranging between Rs. 6,001 to Rs. 8,000 
there are more urban people. 


The expenditure pattern on selected food items of the primary school teachers of the district North 
24 Parganas show similarity among the teachers both urban and rural areas who spend between Rs. 1,500 
to Rs. 2,500 per month. Difference in this regard is observed among the teachers employed in rural and 
urban areas in the categories ranging between Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 1,500. 


The annual medical expenditure incurred by the families of the primary school teachers show its 
peak at the lowest end of the distribution i.e., around Rs. 250 or less. There are, however, differences 
between the teachers employed in rural and the urban schools in the two expenditure category namely 
Rs. 751 to Rs. 1,000 and Rs. 1,251 to Rs. 1,500. Interestingly the higher expenditure category among 
the aforesaid categories is predominated by the school teachers employed in urban areas. 


The educational qualification of the primary school teachers revealed marked variation between 
the rural and the urban components. While most of the rural teachers have earned their School Final 
degrees, the maxmimum number of primary school teacher employed in urban areas of the district passed 
Higher Secondary or equivalent examination. In terms of teachers training, the rural areas of the district 
show encouraging picture which harbours a substantial percentage of trained teachers, the situation among 
the scheduled caste teachers in the rural areas is no less encouraging-a good number of them (8.83 percent) 
have received Junior Basic Training and their performance is better than their urban counterparts in 
earning this degree. Another trailblazing aspect in terms of teachers training is the number of female 
teachers engaged in urban areas who far outnumbered their male counterparts in earning Junior Basic 
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Training. Although the bulk of the primary school teachers seem to be satisfied with School Final and 
Higher Secondary or equivalent degrees but there is also a trend of earning graduat and even postgraduate 
degrees. 


The work-load of the primary school teachers in the rural and the urban areas show marked 
variation in terms of the number of classes taken by them in a week. However, in general, the teachers 
engaged in rural areas of the district take more classes than the urban ones. The teacher - student ratio 
also reveal that the teachers of the rural schools are taking responsibility of greater number of students 
than their urban colleagues. The magnitude of the situation is captured in table 5 which reveal that there 
are 18 school in the rural areas (19.35%) in which number of students per teacher range between 81- 
120. The highest limits for the teachers working in the urban and rural areas demonstrate the significant 
difference in terms of the teacher-student ratio which are 81-120 and 201-240 respectively. 


The literacy scene among the family members of the teachers employed in the rural and the urban 
areas of the district record encouraging trend not only in terms of a high percentage of literates (above 
85 percent) but also in sending their young girls as well as boys to schools. In this connection one must 
mention it forcefully that among the families of the teachers engaged in .rural areas the females 
outnumbered the males starting from Class-I upto the level of Class-X. But there is a darker side of 
this story. Irrespective of the place of employment of their parents the female school-goers drop as soon 
as they are about to leave the schools when compared to their brothers. Infact, female graduates are a 
rarity among the families of the primary school teachers of the district of North 24 Parganas.
